Joint EPA/MDEQ public hearing held on Wayne Disposal

Wayne Disposal, owned by U.S. Ecology 
and located on the North I-94 Service 
Drive in Van Buren Township, wants to 
get a renewal of its license to accept PCBs 
for disposal in the toxic landfill and to use 
a better liner, “the Gold Standard,” in the 

newest cell planned there. 
On July 19, the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency, which is responsible 
for the decision on the PCB disposal 
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liner modification and renewal, and the 
Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality, which will make the liner decision, 
held a joint public hearing at Van Buren 
Township Hall. 

Lisa Graczyk, EPA Permit Manager, 
will make the decision on the PCBs 
(polychlorinated biphenyls), which is 
regulated by the federal Toxic Substance 
Control Act. 

Graczyk, who gave a presentation 
on the EPA’s part of the issue, said the 
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most recent PCB approval was issued to 
Wayne Disposal on Sept. 27, 2013, which 
included a modification to expand the 
landfill (addition of Subcells F and G). 
This approval expires on Sept. 27, 2018. 


She said Wayne Disposal has had EPA 
approvals since 1997 to dispose of PCBs 
in its landfill. 

She said the EPA received an application

VBT rezones Smith Farm, agrees to fast track ‘Pancake Project’

The secret development, dubbed the 
“Pancake Project? by the Michigan 


Economic Development Authority, is on 
its way following action of the Van Buren 
Township Board at its regular meeting July 
17. 

The development will be on the 79-acre 
Harold Smith Farm on Michigan Avenue in 


State Rep. Erika Geiss presented two 
awards to Van Buren Township Deputy 
Clerk Joanne Montgomery at the July 17 
meeting of the VBT Board of Trustees. 
Montgomery had earned the Michigan 
Municipal Clerk Certification (CMMC) 


and the International Association of 
Municipal Clerks Certified Municipal 
Clerk (CMC) certification. 


Denton, that the board voted unanimously 
to rezone to light industrial to make way 
for the project. 

The board also approved a development 
agreement between the township and 
the potential, unnamed developer of 
the “Pancake Project.” This allows the 
developer to get started on the building 
foundation and the shell before the final 
site plan is approved in order to beat the 
winter season. 

Director of Planning and Economic 
Development Ron Akers said it does not 
waive any zoning or engineering standards. 
“Tt just allows them to get in the ground 
early,” Akers said. 

In the board’s work/study session, when 
trustees asked if it was a foreign company, 
the developer said it wasn’t. 

The name of the company involved in 
the “Pancake Project” is expected to be 
released by the Aug. 8 planning commission 
meeting when it is on the agenda. 

VBT Clerk Leon Wright said the 
township wants to thank Aerotropolis and 
others who helped to bring the company to 
the township. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said this project 
proves that the money paid to Aerotropolis 
over the years was worth it. 

The board also approved the conditional 
rezoning agreement that guarantees a 400- 
foot buffer around most of the project, 
protecting the residents in the community 


of Denton from activities there. 
It is said to be a research and development 
building. 

In other business at the one hour and 42 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved an amendment to the 
professional services agreement between 
the township and Detroit Wayne Mental 
Health Authority for the Summer Youth 
Employment Program (called The REAL 
in VBT). The grant went from $48,000 to 
$83,000. Supervisor Kevin McNamara, 
who is on the board that gave the township 
the grant, said he could have gotten more 
money, but this is the most the township 
can handle; 

e Approved having Ross and Barr, Inc., 
provide a new carport for the Public Safety 
Department at a cost of $28,920. The 
company will tear down the present failing 
carport and recycle the metal as part of the 
deal. The company is also putting up the 
east carport which blew down last year. 
The insurance for that is $27,000; 

e Approved the purchase of the DNR 
property north of the Belleville Bridge 
for $20,000, plus a $2,000 processing fee, 
for unspecified park usage. Supervisor 
McNamara said a year ago the DNR 
contacted the township about purchase 
of the 3 acres on the lake and the board 
approved negotiations. The value of the 
property was $750,000, he said, and the 
township requested a reappraisal as a park. 


At the July 17 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, State Rep. 
Erika Geiss presented Clerk Leon Wright 
with the International Association of 
Municipal Clerks Master Municipal Clerk 
(MMC) certification. Clerk Wright is 
slated to be featured in the next issue of the 
Michigan Township Association magazine 
for his achievement. 


Then the price was $250,000. The DNR 
had $319,000 invested in the property. He 
said the township said it would be good 
with that if it got a $300,000 grant. The 
township also asked for a $1 deal. The DNR 
then came up with the $20,000 offer with 
a $2,000 processing fee. McNamara said 
the township could still go for a $300,000 
grant. He said no stipulations are on the

It’s been featured in his ad on 
our back page many times. It’s gorgeous. 

Charles sees an elegant site that could 
be a country club/yacht club that would be 
sought after for weddings and gatherings. 
Property taxpayers in VBT would have 
free membership and others could join 
for a fee. You could take your boat out on 
Belleville Lake and stop at the country 
club/yacht club for a gourmet lunch or pick 
up a box lunch to eat out on the lake. An 
elegant entry sign could be seen from the 
freeway to impress drivers. What do you 
think? Would this work?

from Wayne Disposal to renew their 
PCB landfill approval and an approval 
modification request to modify the liner 
design for Master Cell VI Subcell G, Phase 
2. 

She stressed the renewal and modification 
requests do not include any expansions or 
requests to dispose of additional waste 
volumes. 

The landfill liner modification is only 
proposed for Master Cell VI Subcell G, 
Phase 2 at this time. She said similar 
modifications will likely be proposed by 
Wayne Disposal in the future for other 
subcells/phases. 

She said the EPA will grant the request

unless information comes up through the 
public hearing that influences the decision. 

Dr. Te-Yang Soong of CTI was hired by 
Wayne Disposal to design the liner, which 
he did. 

He gave a presentation on the proposed 
liner, first giving his background of more 
than 28 years of experience in landfill- 
related teaching, research and engineering 
consulting. His areas of expertise are 
landfill liner and cover design, geosynthetic 
materials, and durability of barriers. He has 
published more than 60 technical papers, 
frequently referenced as the industry 
standard. 

Dr. Soong has worked on landfill projects 
throughout the U.S. and has advised 
landfill clients in China, India, and Brazil 
for private, state and World Bank funded 
projects. 

He recommended a geosynthetic clay 
liner (GCL), which he said has a lower 
permeability than clay and has been widely 
used in the landfill industry for 30 years. 

He said the GCL is 20 to 200 times less 
permeable depending on the product. One 
layer is equivalent to two to three feet of 
compacted clay liner. He said it is factory 
manufactured which makes it consistent in 
quality. 

Dr. Soong said it was more resistant to 
weathering, referring to Michigan’s freeze- 
thaw and wet-dry variances, and is much

stronger with higher resistance to strain. 

Christine Matlock gave the MDEQ 
presentation on the liner approval, which 
is considered a Major Modification. She 
said testing by their geotechnical engineer 
verified every part of the proposal. The 
MDEQ agreed with Wayne Disposal that 
this GCL liner is an improvement. 

She said there is no change to the 
operating plan and the liner change does 
not add waste codes. Matlock said she does 
the inspections. 

The public comment period on the 
modification runs through Aug. 13. 
She said MDEQ will review all public 
comments and response to the questions 
will be put in one letter and sent to those 
giving comments as well as put on the 
website for everyone to see. 

After the informational part of the session, 
people in the audience asked questions and 
then the formal public hearing began when 
people’s statements were recorded for the 
record. 

Wayne Disposal operates a hazardous 
waste landfill facility at 49350 North I-94 
Service Drive in Van Buren Township. 
The facility is bounded by Willow Run 
Airport to the north and I-94 Service Drive 
to the south. The WDI Site #2 hazardous 
waste landfill facility consists of 120 acres 
divided into three master cells: MC-V, 
MC-VI, and MC-VII. MC-V and MC-VII 
have already been filled and closed and are 
currently in post-closure care. 

Currently, the hazardous waste landfill 
facility is operated under a Part 111 
License that was issued on May 4, 2012. 
That License is scheduled to expire on May 
4, 2022. The existing License authorizes 
a total landfill capacity (including closed 
cells) of 22.45 million cubic yards.

Major Modification is on file at the DEQ 
and at the Van Buren Township Hall

Judy Petras of Belleville said, “The 
trouble I see is in the transportation. The 
trucks are leaking ... going through, driving 
through Van Buren Township and Canton. 
I have personally seen the leaking trucks.” 

Al Taylor of the MDEQ said the officials 
are presenting what they have used to make 
their decisions. 

“We may have missed something,” he 
said, explaining why the public hearing is 
held. 

Michelle Brow of Van Buren Township 
said nothing is perfect and the landfill will 
leak. 

“We’ve been behind trucks with my five- 
year-old twins and the trucks are dripping,” 
she said. “It shouldn’t take a year to know 
it’s leaking,” she added, referring to the 
inspections. 

“We have regular monitoring,” Taylor 
said. “If you do see something leaking out 
of a truck going into Wayne Disposal, call 
us. We can’t know if you don’t tell me.” 

Brow said she would take a picture of the 
license plate and send it to him next time 
she sees it. 

Brow said they are bringing in toxic waste 
from all over the U.S. and Canada. She said 
there is a cancer risk and a developmental 
issue for children for a one-mile radius 
from the landfill. 

“Is quarterly the best we can do?” Brow 
asked of the inspections. 

Taylor said there is a MDEQ employee 
at the site full time and they have not been 
made aware of any dripping or leaking 
problems. 

A man identifying himself as Patrick, 
who works for Wayne County, said he 
was not aware the EPA would be a part of 
this public hearing. He thought it was just 
MDEQ. He asked if the new liner was as 
protective or better than the old liner. 

Lisa Graczyk of the EPA said the new liner 
is “the gold standard” and has resistance to 
“unsettling earth.” 

He asked Dr. Soong if the new liner is 
more cost-effective for the landfill and if 
there will be increased disposability with 
three feet less in liner. 

Dr. Soong said he didn’t know about

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Belleville DDA gets another report on damage to kayak launch

At its regular meeting July 18, the 
Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority got another report on damage to 
the kayak launch at Horizon Park. 

Repairs to last year’s vandalism were 
made before the equipment was installed 
this spring for the season. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson said 
she hates to give the report. It’s the same 
damage, but they still have the board. This 
time it wasn’t thrown into the lake. 

She said it was taken to Contract Welding 
for repair and there are no prices as yet. 
They made a police report. 

“I was down there this week and now 
they are taking the dock apart,” Thompson 
said. 

She said Building Official Rick Rutherford 
said, so far, the dock is still safe. 

Thompson said although Belleville High 
School New Tech students had put out 
information on how important the kayak 
launch is to the disabled, “It’s not getting 
through to everyone.” 

She suggested they could put a metal gate 
across the gangway and close it at dusk, 
like the park closes at dusk. 

“The only idea we’ve come up with so 
far is cameras,” she said. “It’s hard to catch 
the culprits.” She said she would hate to 
see teens arrested for swimming where 
they are not supposed to be. 

‘Tm open to anything,’ Thompson 
continued. “I talked to the Huron River 
Watershed Council and I can call some of 
the marinas who have launches.” 

“It’s frustrating at this point,” said DDA 
Chairwoman Rosemary Loria. “What can 
we do to stop it?” 

Thompson said when DDA members 
are traveling this summer, if they see 
something in another community to take a 
picture of it and share it with her. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said if they are 
using wrenches to take the dock apart, they 
probably are not doing it in the daytime. “A 
gate would stop them,” he said. 

In other business in the 25-minute 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Discussed a proposal for signage to 
announce local businesses are open during 
library construction, as suggested by the 


planning commission. Thompson said the 
signs she proposes would probably cost a 
few thousand dollars. She will get prices 
and bring them back to the DDA for its 
consideration; 

e Discussed a proposal for a Downtown 
Coffee Event that would invite coffee 
trucks and pop-up coffee businesses. 
At a May DDA conference, Loria and 
Thompson got the idea that once you know 
the kind of business you want, to set up 
an event and try to get those businesses 
interested -- in Belleville’s case, a coffee 
franchise. Information was provided on 

e “World’s Largest Coffee Break” at 
Gaylord’s Alpenfest and Milwaukee’s

price of $450,000. It is zoned R-1, single- 
family residential; 

e 10.71 acres of vacant land on Morton 
Taylor Road, south of Charter Club Estates, 
Van Buren Township, with the asking price 
of $130,000. It is zoned R-1B, single- 
family residential; and 

e 8.58 acres of vacant land at 2060 Mary 
Catherine Street (West Willow), Ypsilanti

Realtor Paul Armstrong, owner of Mi 
Choice Realty at 10663 Belleville Road, 
Van Buren Township, and a Belleville High 
School graduate, was hired to assist the 
school district in the sale of the properties.

School Supt. Peter Kudlak said the 
parcels are not priced to sell quickly and if 
they don’t sell they can lower the prices at 
a future time. 

“We don’t want to give them away,” he 
said. 

Board Secretary Kevin English voted 
against the motion to sell the parcels 
because he said two of the parcels are 
north of I-94 and there is only one school 
in that area, referring to Tyler Elementary. 
Since the population in the north end of 
the district is the most-dense, he said if the 
district needed to build another elementary 
school in that area the land would be gone. 

He asked how much it would cost if the 
district held onto those parcels instead of 
selling them and Supt. Kudlak said the only 
one that has a cost is the Mary Catherine 
parcel which the district mows a couple of 
times a month. 

Trustee Pinter was absent from the 
meeting. 

Supt. Kudlak said the committee decided 
to keep the Elwell Road property in Sumpter 
Township and the parcel on Sumpter Road 
is not ready for sale but would be ready in 
about 20 days. That would be brought back 
to the board for a decision when it is ready. 

In other business at the July 23 meeting, 
the board: 

e Unanimously approved security 
upgrades district-wide from The Lockout, 
LLC, at a cost of $137,296.50. Facilities 
Director James Williams said the District 
Safety Committee, in accordance with 
the Active Intruder Policy as it relates 


to the district’s Alert Lockdown Inform 
Counter Evacuate (ALICE) procedures 
looked for viable ways to barricade the 507 
classroom and office doors in the district in 
an emergency situation. It was found that 
The Lockout’s product, The Boot, was the 
best solution for this district. Supt. Kudlak 
said the same facilities committee that 
recommended selling the property looked 
at a lot of different items and this one was 
by far the best. He said a place is prepared 
in the floor and a metal object is dropped 
into place blocking the door. All the doors 
swing outward from the classrooms. It 
withstands force of 18,000 pounds, Kudlak 
said. Trustee Gerick said a Kindergartner 
could activate it and Johnston said it is 
100% effective. “They’re not getting in,” 
Supt. Kudlak said. “It’s a lot of money, 
but it’s worth it,’ Johnston agreed, noting 
it is not from the general fund, but the 
enhancement money. A retired teacher in 
the audience asked if the students could 
lock the teacher out of the room and 
Kudlak said they could, but there will be 
something to unlock it in the school office 
and first responders would have the key, 
too; 

e Approved the recommendation from 
Plante Moran CRESA to replace the single 
Savage Elementary School boiler with 
two smaller, high-efficiency boilers and 
award the contract to Professional Thermal 
Systems, Inc., for mechanical services in 
the amount of $240,000, Allied Building 
Service for the electrical services in the 
amount of $8,848, and a construction 
contingency budget of $25,000 for a total 
amount of $273,848. There had been an 
estimated budget of $200,000 and so it is 
over budget. The mechanical services scope 
of work includes $15,000 for roofing work 
(since the boilers are having to be installed 
through the roof instead of from the inside 
as planned) and $7,500 to upsize the 
supply line to the kitchen that did not meet 
code. This work was not anticipated when 
the original project budget was developed. 
The manufacturer is holding the boilers for 
the district and the work is expected to be 
done by the end of September. Identical 
work will have to be done at Tyler School 
next summer;

in the environment, he said. 

Dr. Von Oeyen asked if PCBs are in 
the leachate and Taylor said they were 
and have to be removed by an extensive 
polishing system. A carbon filtration is 
used to remove the PCBs so the water can 
be released. 

A man asked about the Luckey site in 
Ohio that is bringing radioactive waste 
to Wayne Disposal. He was told that a 
maximum of 500 parts per million of 
radioactive substance could go to a regular 
local landfill and the waste from Luckey 
is just 50 ppm. He said the Army Corps of 
Engineers has a policy and this has to go to 
a hazardous waste landfill. 

“There are no really safe levels of 
radiation,” said Dr. Von Oeyen. “There’s 
still some risk. Why move it? Why not 
encase it in cement like Chernobyl?” 

“We’re going to move to Livingston 
County,” said Brow, the mother of twins. 

A man asked who was responsible for 
this facility if the company fails and Taylor 
told him all hazardous waste facilities have 
to maintain financial assurance, which is 
money the DEQ can access to maintain the 
site or close it. 

Taylor said they need quite a bit of money 
to maintain a landfill and it depends on how 
long there will be leachate. 

Taylor said in the 1970s, landfills were 
basically holes in the ground and many of 
the landfills from the ‘70s are being dealt 
with as a state or nation. 

During a break Taylor talked to the people 
who had reported seeing trucks dripping 
sludge going into the landfill. He said 
they can increase their surveillance of the 
trucks and they haven’t experienced this in 
the past. 

“We’ve got a guy who walks around that 
landfill all day,” Taylor said. “He’s old and 
crabby, a retired engineer, so he would say 
something. We have to figure out how to 
replace him when he leaves.” 

At the formal public hearing at the end 
of the evening’s session, several said they 
didn’t know about this meeting until the 
day before. They said the MDEQ and EPA 
have to do better at advising the public. 

Taylor said they put the notice in the local 
paper, the Independent, as required. and 
sent out a press release the day before the 
meeting. (He said after the meeting that the 
best notification he has seen that brings the 
most people is a lighted sign in front of a 
facility that says Public Hearing Tonight.) 

Van Buren Township Trustee Kevin Martin 
said they should expand their notification 
policy. He said the Township of Ypsilanti, 
directly to the west of the site, should have 
been informed. He said when there was a 
hearing for Waste Management on VBT’s 
east border, there were 14,000 cards sent 
out to residents. He said they have to go 
beyond what is required. 

Michael Shane, a retired engineer, said 
the representatives of EPA and MDEQ all 
have the best intentions, but things always 
fail. 

“I don’t want this place to be the trash 
heap for this country,” he said. “We should 
look for people to clean up their own poop.”
